Restriction Requirement: 

Applicant's election of Invention III, claims 33-36 in paper number 7 filed 6/22/01 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors 
in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP 
§ 818.03(a)). 

Applicants amendments to the claims have obviated the election of species requirement. 
Formal Matters: 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly indicative 
of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The specification is 
missing the required cross-references to related applications. Such should appear at the beginning 
of the specification, following the title. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

The information disclosure statements submitted 1 1/3/00 and 12/26/00. The significance of 
references A14-A39 cannot be assessed, as no alignment was provided between the cited sequences 
and SEQ ID NO: 2 of this application. 

Prior Art: 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

The claims are free of the prior art. It is noted that the protein named zVEGF3 in this 
application is also known in the art (post-priority date) variously as PDGF-C, VEGF-E, VEGF-R, 
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LP8, and other names. For example, see WO 00/1821 2 (cited by applicants) which discloses PDGF- 
C and antibodies thereto, and WO 99/47677 (cited by applicants), which discloses VEGF-E and 
antibodies thereto.
